A 
thousand burdens and cares may be 
pushed aside, but without a stream 
of, prayer they will soon come rolling 
in again. It is keeping in constant 
touch with Him who has power over 
ail things that gives the momentary 
victory one day after another. Some 
people can have victory occasionally 
ae they go to God in prayer occasion- 
aily, and some can have continual vie- 
tory because they never lose sight of 
God. 


it is certainly a wonderful thing 
for God to give Himself to His people 
as He promises fo do. “If ye shall ask 





any thing in my name, I will do it” 
(John 14:14), said Jesus. “Call upon, 
me in the day of trouble: I will de-| 


liver thee.” (Psalm 50:15) “Ask and | 
it shall be given you.” (Matt. 7:7) | 
“All things whatsoever ye shall ask| 
in prayer, believing, ye shall have.” | 
@Matt. 21:22) 

After a close study of the Bible for 
twenty years and more I have long 
ago concluded that it delights the 
great heart of God for His people to 
call upon Him for help and blessing. 
At times He seems to remove the pro- 
tection from His earnest followers in 
order that they may be exposed to 
Satan’s wiles so that they will cry the 
more earnestly—after Him. This ex- 
ample is shown in the case of, Job. 
There was a time when Job was 
hedged in (Job 1:10), but there came 
a time when this good old man was 
exposed to Satan’s wrath and thus 
was plunged into untold suffering. 

Study this incident and you find 
that God even presented the subject 
to Satan for his consideration. “Hast 
thou considered my servant Job?” was 
the first part of the drama. God had 
confidence in Job. He was a good man 
—*“perfect and upright, and one that 
feared God.” (Job. 1:1) The hedge 
was not removed from Job because he 
was a bad man, or because he had 
committed some crime, or even did 
some mild evil. But it was removed, 
and the devil flew into him with a 
full determination to make him com- 
mit sin. He dragged him about at his 
will, and almost worried the life out 
of him. And the devil did this with 
God’s consent and permission, for 
Satan could not touch him until God 
gave permission and thus removed the 
hedge. “And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Behold, all that he hath is in thy 
power.” e 

Does this look strange? A goo 
man turned over to Satan. It was for 
a purpose, but it was done. Somebody 
will say, It does not seem possible 
that God would permit a good man to 
be turned over to Satan like that. But 
whether it looks reasonable or not, 

e thing was done, and it was not 
done because Job must be punished for 
his sins. He was guiltless. He was a 
perfect man—a good man. 


Job was a prayipg man before, but 
of course he prayed more earnestly 
now. This more earnest prayer must 
have pleased the Lord. But He did not 
deliver the dear old man immediately. 
He let still worse things come upon 
him. One reverse and trouble after 


rible! His property swept away, his 
children destroyed, his wife turned 
against him. His three old friends did 
everything in their power to make 
him believe he had sinned, and that 
that was the cause of his troubles. But 
they failed to convince him. His wife 
could not make him rebel nor blas- 
pheme God’s holy name. But he suffer- 
ed on, on and on. No relief. Trouble 
grew worse. But the great eyes of God 
were watching him and he would not 
let a thing come upon him but what 
was for his good. He never let Job 
suffer above what he was able to bear. 
And He will not allow any of His 
faithful trusting children to suffer a 
bit more than is best for them. 





It seemed that God went to the 
farthest extreme with king Hezekiah. | 
He sent the prophet Isaiah to tell him 
to set his house in order, for he 
should die and not live. This bit of, 
information touched the king and 
drove the spike so deep that he cried 
out in dead earnestness. And Hezekiatb , 
wept with great weeping. This weep-| 
ing was a prayer. His cries were 
prayers. His groans were prayers. His 


- whole being was wrapped in a flame 


of prayer. God saw the tears of, that 
mighty man of prayer and heard his 
cries, and before Isaiah got very far 
away, God sent him back to say, 
“Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
David thy father, I have heard thy 
prayer, I have geen thy tears: be 
hold, I will add unto thy days fifteen 
years.” (Isa. 38:5) And all of this 


happened after God had told the king 
that he should die and not live. 

God: is the same as He was in the 
time of Job. He is the same as He 
was in the time of Hezekiah, He put 
them through the crucial test and He 
puts us to the limit if we are worthy 
of such a test. He chastens those He 
loves. (Heb. 12:6) Yea, He “scourgeth 
every son whom he receiveth.” But 
what is this for? It is for our profit— 
that we may be “partakers ef his 
holiness.” During these severe tests 
and under the chastening rod _ the 
humble obedient child prays the more. 
He humbles himself under the mighty 
hand of God (1 Peter 5:6), and 
plunges a little deeper into the re 
cesses of prayer. He knows God cares 
for him, therefore, he casts all of his 
care upon Him. Like Job of old he 
cries out, “When he hath tried me, I 
shall come forth as gold.” (Job 23:10) 


There is no failure with God or 
those who trust Him. Every thing 
may look as if it ig going to sticks. 
The bottom may seem to drop out of 
all your plans and expectations. Like 
Job, you may go to the very lowest 
notch in the scale of life. There may 
be scarcely a ray of hope left. You 
may feel that the very last feeble 
effort in prayer to God has been 
mocked by Him,but if you trust Him 
He will rush in at the last moment and 
catch away His humble trusting child 
and bear him away to heights un- 
known. 


There is a Scripture at Deut. 32:11, 
that carries us into an appropriate il- 
lustration. “An eagle stirreth up her 
nest, fluttereth. over her young, spreaa- 
eth dbroad her wings, taketh them, 
beareth them “on her wings.” The 
eagle builds her nest and rears her 
young on the high rocks and crags 
of the high mountains. She builds it 
with sticks and lines it with some 
soft substance like wool or feathers. 
She gives her young careful attention 
and nurses them like a mother a baby, 
until they become the proper age to 
begin to fly. She then stirs up _ the 
nest, roughly snatches all the lining 
away and thus drops young eaglets 
down upon the rough hard sticks. 
This is not enough, the nest is entire- 
ly destroyed and master eaglets have 
nothing left but the hard sharp roc<s 
upon which to lay. They lie about on 
this hard place for a few days and 
make no effort whatever to fly or try 
te get away. They still depend upon 
mother eagle to bring them food and 
they ravenously gobble down every- 
thing the mother eagle brings. Then 
one day after the big overgrown 
bunch of flesh and feathers has had 
a good square meal mother eagle de- 
liberately gets in behind her young 
and pushes him off the high rock. 
There he goes flopping awkwardly 
down in the depths below. Nothing to 
catch to—no where to stop. Old 
eegle is soaring about watching the 
flopping mass below with intense in- 
terest. Down, down goes the _ over- 
grown mass, and flop, flop, all he can, 
there is no fly to him. He will soon be 
erughed on the rocks below if some- 
thing is not done. At the very last 
moment old mother eagle darts from 
her lofty height down to her charge, 
slips in under him and he settles up- 
on her back and away she soars with 
him. Up, up she goes, to heights above 
carrying the little bunch of feathers 
on her back. After some time of goar- 
ing about in the skies above she sud- 
denly darts out from under the young 
bird and lets him drop again. Flop, 
flop, he goes. In vain he tries to fly. 
His wings are untrained. He has been 
lazily depending upon mother eagle, 
but now his dependence is gone. She 
seems to have forsaken him. And if he 
reasons as many of the Lord’s children 
when they are befig tried he says 
“I’m done for this time. My mother’s 
gone and I can’t fly and I am left 
to die alone.” 


After that young eagle has fallen 
and flopped about and fallen’ thou- 
sands of feet, and is still going down, 
down at ‘a rapid rate now because of 
exhaustion, mother eagle again darts 
down and under that little flopper 
that has well nigh quit flopping, and 
takes him on her back again, and 
again rises in-the air to heights un- 
known and about the time the little 
tired flopper is rested and ready for 
a nap of sieen, out darts old mother 
bird again and leaves the little flopper 
to himself again away up in space far 
above the clouds. The same thing is 
repeated over and over again and 
again until young eaglet has changed 
from a lazy flopper to a proud eagle 
soaring in the skies to heights above 
the clouds, never again to depend up- 
on his mother bird for support or 
training. , 

Apply this illustration to your life 
and you will readily see the reason 
you soar along for days and some- 
times weeks with not a cloud to dim 
your skies and you shout ¢nd feel so

happy that you begin to think your 
troubles are over. forever, when sud- 
denly, you are plunged into some 
kind of trouble that almost takes 
your breath. And for days and weeks 
you flop abowt and cry to God for 
help and-still no help comes. At times 
the heavens seem like brass, and your 
prayers and cries only seem to mock 
you as they come back to you un- 
answered. On, and on goes the bat- 
tle. Fiercer and fiercer rages the 
storm. At last you almost lose hope 
when suddenly your prayer shoots up- 
ward. and pierces through the brassy 
heavens and reaches the throne and 
down comes the old eagle of God’é 
power and blessing and lifts you to 
realms of glory and love above any- 
thing you have ever experienced. 

With this wonaderru: experience you 
float about above the clouds until you 
almost forget you ever had any trou- 
bles when suddenly, like a flash of 
lightuing out of a clear sky, you 
are again dropped off the easy ride of 
glory and plunged into another lot 
of trouble worse than the other that 
you had experienced several’ months 
before. Now, there you are in the fight 
again! What will you do this time? 
You will again flee to prayer when 
suddenly you will remember Job’s ex- 
perience and try to be patient like he 
was. (James 5:11) Then when you 
are still sinking, sinking, and hope is 
gradually giving down, your eyes will 
fall upon these .words, “Though now 
for a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold tempta- 
tions: that the trial of your faith, 
being much more precious than gold 
that perisheth, though it be tried with 
fire, might be found unto praise and 
honor and glory at the appearing of 
Jesus Chri.” (1 Peter 1:7) And 
again you will remember that there 
is no failure with God or those who 
trust Him. And very. soon you will 
soar away again “on thé wings of 
God’s power to liff you up, and rise 
above the clouds to realms of spiritual 
bliss and glory you never before ex- 
perienced. 

You need not be surprised if this 
is repeated over and over again until 
some day you will pass over the 
zenith never again to drop beneath 
the clouds. Then you will be worthy 
the name of eagle saints. When a 
school boy we boys had a swing—one 
of those that was fastened to the 
limb of a tree. There we would swing 
backward and forward. Sometimes we 
would see who could jump the 
farthest cut of the swing. Backward 
we would go, then forward, but we 
would not jump until we got up good 
speed and the swing would go back- 
ward a’good ways, and when it 
plunged from the extreme back point 
away over to the front then we would 
jump. In this way we _ were carried 
quite a distance in front, and each one 
would try to out-jump the other. 
There is thegpicture of the extreme 
experiences. But bear in mind it is not 
sin that causes the extreme backward 
swing. It is only the swing experience. 
The farther back we swing the farther 
forward we can jump when the time 
comes. This is the way we get the 
abundant entrance (2 Peter 1:11) “in- 
to the everlasting kingdom of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.” 

Since prayer 1s the k2y to victory 
and there ig no failure with God or 
those who trust Him it is high time 
that something must be turned 
around. The multitudes of earth’s in- 
habitants are rushing off to hell as 
rapidly as time can take them. There 
must be something done to turn them 
around. With all the efforts that have 
been made the masses® are still un- 
touched by it. The gospel is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth,” but before we can ex- 
pect them to believe they must hear 
it, for “faith cometh by hearing, and 
they must feel it—they must bo 
touched by it. The gospel is the power 
cf God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth,” but before we can expect 
them to believe they must hear it, for 
“faith cometh by hearing, and hearing 
by the word of God.” (Rom. 10:14-16) 
And in order that they may hear 
there must be some ministers to 
preach it, and this calls for more 
prayer the key to victory, to pray for 
God to gend more laborers into His 
harvest. (Luke ‘10:2) 

Since we are to pray for more 
laborers it also becomes necessary for 
us to pray for God to supply the 
needs of these additional laborers as 
well as those already on the field. The 
laborer is worthy of his hire (Luke 
10:7), and they that preach the gos 
pel should live of the gospel. (1 Cor. 
9:14) There must be something turn- 
ed around so these laborers can get 
their expenses and support for their 
families. We have been praying 
‘eg larly for years and received thou- 
sands of answers to our prayers, and 
now we must pray some more. 

The great work of God must go on. 
We must not be hindered any longer 
by a want of finances when there’is a 
way to get our needs supplied. God 
answers prayer. We admit that times 
are hard, but we must pray through 
the hard. times. Yes, we must pray 
through the hard times and pray this 





financial depression out of the coun- 
try. We must earnestly pray that God 
will give our country prosperity again 
so that our ministers can all be sup- 
plied with means to support _their 
families and meet their expenses with- 
out having to hold down a job and 
preach too. I certainly honor those 
who have been energetic and indus- 
trious enough to break in and work 
awhile to help them over this terrible 
hard place,» but we don’t want this 
kind of a thing to continue much 
longer. We must pull out of this ditch 
and have every preacher on his work 
again without having to work at some 
secular job and then preach only on 
Sunday. 


Something must be turned around 
and I’m sure this can be done by 
prayer and fasting. We must get down 
to business about this all important 
matter. I’m afraid a lot of souls will 
be lost at this rate that would be 
saved if the preachers were on their 
jobs as they should be. I have never 
experienced such tremendous pressure. 
My heart has been heaving and break- 
ing for months over this financial 
pressure. It has almost killed me at 
times. I have carried every preacher 
on my heart day and night for nearly 
three months. I have always been in- 
terested in them and their welfare, 
but never before#have I just taken 
them up and carried them like I 
have during these aWful days of pres 
sure. I wanted them to keep on in the 
work and I knew they could not with- 
out ‘we could have more help for 
them. I have worked till midnight, 
fell on the bed for a few hours sleep 
and then inside of an hour I was up 
again agonizing with God in prayer 
in behalf of the ministers that I knew 
were looking this way for help. Then 
just before day break I would catch 
another hour of sleep. 


I have thought I would keep this 
all to myself and pray it through my- 
self, but when it was suggested that 
we call for a few days of fasting and 
prayers I. began to change my mind 
about it. I remember at many other 
times when there have been special 
calls to prayer and in Bible examples 
there were very few times when one 
man carried the load through to the 
finish. So I am making this known 
in order that all may help me with 
this great load. I know you will. In 
fact, you have been praying much al- 
ready, but you could hardly feel the 
pressure like we feel it here. But 
now you will feel it, and doubtless 
some of you will share some of the 
weight that has been crushing me for 
months. 


Well, here it is. It seems that I 
can’t well get around it. Something 
must be turned around, and I have 
concluded it is not best for me to keep 
it to myself any longer. And now the 
only thing I know to do it to issue a 
special call to fasting and prayer. Let 
it be Friday, Saturday, and Sunday, 
July 15, 16, 17, of July. It is only a 
few days off. It requires haste, for I’m 
afraid souls will be lost if we don’t 
hufty. We must mean business! Fast 
at least one meal a day on the three 
days mentioned, and more if it is not 
asking too much, and spend all the 
time possible during those three days 
in special prayer for God to break 
the financial pressure and give means 
so the ministers can be suppiled so 
they can go on with their ministry 
unhindered. And on the Sunday, July 
17, let every member make it a special 
day of prayer at your homes and in 
the church services. And at exactly 
twelve o’clock or thereabout let every 
body fall upon their knees and pour 
out their hearts to God until the as. 
surance comes that God has heard and 
answered and the break has come. 


Oh, what can I say to make this 
impressive? What can I do to make 
the people’feel the seriousness and im- 
portance of this prayer? These are 
awful times! The tithes will not meet 
the demands unless there can be a 
greater income to the tithe payers. 
They can’t pay tithes without an in- 
come from which to take the tithes. 
Better\pray for the prosperity of the 
country and for a lot of free will of- 
ferings as well. O, God help me! 
What more can I say? I know prayer 
is the key to victory, and that there 
is no failure with God or those who 
trust Him, but I want to do my duty 
fully. I would not fail for the world. 
I must not fail. It may be that some 
may get tired of these prayer days, 
but beloved, please bear with me for 
I don’t know what else to do, and 
something must be turned around. It 
seems that I pres- 


cannot stand this 

sure long. " LE

searcely tell that my heart is break- 
ing under this pressure for I do not 
let it be known, but now I am letting 
it be known so that we may have a 
united prayer for God to undertake 
and help us out of this pressure that 
is almost unbearable. God bless you 
all! My heart loves you all and I know 
that you love me and I believe I can 
depend upon every one of you for this 
battle in fasting and prayer. O God, 
let us all ddwn under it just now!

Jesus practiced this ew 
clusively and He healed all that were 
sick. The centurion said to speak the 
word only and his servant should be 
healed. He was a man of great abi- 
ity even attempting to give Jesus a 
thought, “For I am a man under au- 
authority, having soldiers under me: 
and I say to this man, Go, and he 
goeth: and to another, Come, and he 
cometh; and to my servant, Do this, 
and he doeth it.” Jesus marvelled at 
such faith and rebuked Israel for bev- 
ing such little faith. 

He gaid unto the woman who had 
been bowed down for eighteen years, 
“Woman, thou art loosed from thine 
infirmity.” And to the impotent man, 

“Rise, take up thy bed, and walk.” 
Peter said, “In the name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk.” 

“They shall lay hands on the sick 
and they shall recover.” This is one 
of the four signs of those who believe. 
The prayer of faith shall save the 
sick. We would supppose that any 
one that can pray a prevailing prayer 
might be able in this way to heal the 
sick. Laying on of hands or speaking 
the word belong to those who have 
the gift of healing. This is a special 
ministerial qualification. and those 
who do not have this gift or do not 
practice it are inefficient in their 
work. This is one of the direct ways 
that men are led to believe the gospel. 
As the called out of God to preach the 
Word, can we get ourselves down 
humble epough before Him that we 
might do these things without beimg 
exalted?
